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Enrollment Boom Hits 


Record High Of 4,686 


Fall registration at SAC reached an 
unprecedented final total of 4,686 this 
year, according to John “Sky” Dunlap, 
assistant to the president. 

Topping last year’s total of 3,880 by 
more than 800 students, an increase of 21 
per cent, the unexpected high surpassed 
by almost 500 the total of 4200 anticipated 
by the administration. 

Another record was reached in the 
number of faculty members staffed to in- 
struct this tremendous enrollment, added 
Dunlap. The total is now 130, compared 
to last year’s 121. Fourteen new instructors 


were added as replacements and additions. 

College facilities are operating at full 
capacity to accommodate the influx of stu- 
dents. All available space is being utilized, 
said Dunlap, and improvements were made 
during the summer on the buildings to the 
south of the campus in preparation for the 
registration increase. 

Records show that in just two years, 
SAC registration has almost doubled. Total 
enrollment in 1960 was 2,434. Further indi- 
cation of rapid growth is evident in the 
registration figures eight years ago, in 
1954, of 757.

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SA Police To Cite 
Jaywalking Dons

Citations will be issued 
for jaywalking beginning 
Monday, according to.the 
Santa Ana Police Depart- 
ment. 

Sgt. Charles S. Ryel, traf- 
fic division, acknowledged 
that. numerous complaints 
from motorists traveling on 
17th St. prompted . the 
move. 

50,000 Daily 

“Over 50,000 cars pees daily 
through the Bristol and 17th St. 
intersection. Eventually someone 
is going to get killed,” stated 
Ryel. 

“Many near accidents and 
rear-end collisions have resulted 
from people darting out in front 
of cars. There have been 18 traf- 
fic fatalities in the city so far 
this yéar and five have been 
pedestrians,” he added. 

Not Feasible 

Ryel also said it is not feasible 
to place a crosswalk in the middle 
of 17th St. for the convenience 
of these parking in Honer Plaza. 
For safety reasons, pedestrians 
should cross with the signal. 

After hearing the decision, 
Thomas Trawick, dean of stu- 
dents, said, “I knew it was com- 
ing. Students fram now on will 
get a lot more exercise.” 

Crucial Hours 


Trawick observed that the 
crucial hours in terms of pedes- 
trian traffic are in the 7:80 to 8 
a.m. period and at 6:30 p.m., 
when students arrive for evening 
courses. 

In an El Don survey, more 
than 160 pedestrians were caught 
jaywalking across 17th St. ‘from 
Honeé Plaza from 7:80 to 8 a.m. 
Wednesday, confirming Tra- 
wick’s belief that a serious haz- 
ard exists at that hour.

Artist Opener 
Draws Praise

Oscar Wilde once wrote, 
“There is only one thing 
worse than being talked 
about and that is not being 
talked about.” 


If this be true, Mr. Wilde 
would probably have been 
more than satisfied with 
the Artist series opener, “A 
Wilde Evening with Shaw,” 
epi last Friday in Phillips 


Richard Gray and Mayo Loi- 
zeaux did an outstanding job 
with, what under any other cir- 
cumstances, would have been a 
rather dull and routine show. 

To coin a phrase from a fellow 
seribe after it was over, “The 
strength of this show lies-in its 
organization, and for this co- 
director Sir Cedric Hardwicke 
deserves immeasurable credit.” 

With only a simple stage set- 
ting (a couch and a chair), minor 
costume changes and pronounced 
British dialect, the pair on stage 
made Wilde and George Bernard 
Shaw come magically to life, 
through an exchange of variou; 
oratories and scenes. 

Act One concentrated on the 
reltaionship of the two brilliant 
writers, both products of Dublin, 
Ireland, in 1856. When GBS _be- 
eame a critic for the Saturday 
Review and panned a Wilde pro- 
duction, Miss Loizeaux told of 
Wilde remarking, “He has not 
an enemy in the world, and none 
of his friends like him.” 

It.is tremendously difficult for 
two people to capture audience 
attention and sustain that at- 
tention for slightly over two 
hours. But this is exactly what 
Gray and Loizeaux did, as they 


carefully painted a _ thoughtful 
and moving portrait of Wilde and 
Shaw through countless anec- 
dotes, conversations and ideas. 

Miss Loizeaux, dressed in a 
flowing gown of brilliant red, was 
particularly effective in one bit 
of dialogue from Wilde, ‘The 
Happy Prince.” The near-capac- 
ity filled audience was hush, 
silently taken in by an excellent 
enactment of a beautiful piece of 
literature. 

Near the end of Act Two, Gray 
recited a stimulating and moving 
effort called “The House of 
Judgement.” Wilde, by this time, 
has been released from two 
years imprisonment for loose- 
ness of morals, and, dying in 
despair and povertv the work 
pernape sums up Wilde’s personal 
eelings. Gray relates it in a 
simple and forward manner, and 
somehow, brings the audience 
closer to Oscar Wilde. 

Following a short scene from 
Man and Superman (‘the more 
things a man is ashamed of, the 


more respectable he is’), Gray - 


tells of an extremely humorous 
incident in Shaw’s life that de- 
serves retelling here. 

It seems that Shaw invited Sir 
Winston Churchill to attend the 
opening of a new -lay he had 
written. He remarked to Sir 
Winston, “Bring a friend—if you 
have one.’’ If almost on cue, the 
Prime Minister, replied, “I re- 


gret that I will be unable to at- - 


tend the first night—but I will 
attend the second night—if there 
is one!”’ 

It is somewhat repetitious to 
say that Gray, Loizeaux, and 
Hardwicke made Wilde and Shaw 
come alive in a manner that no 
one else could quite duplicate; 
yet, nevertheless, it is the truth. 
Three curtain calls definitely 
affirmed this feeling from. the 
audience. ERE
